Cairo Holds 3 
In Slaying of 
U.K.Newsman 


CAIRO, Dec. 16 (UPI).—Police 
investigating the slaying last week 
of British journalist David Holden 
arrested three Arab suspects to- 
day and began a national bunt 
for a fourth. 

Mr, Bolden, 53, chief Sunday 
Times foreign correspondent, was 
fcund shot to death Dec. 7 in a 
Cairo suburb shortly after his ar- 
rival from Amman. 

The arrests of the three non- 
Egyptian Arabs—two men and a 
woman—were sparked by the dis- 
covery of an abandoned blood- 
spattered car containing all of 
Mr. Holden's possessions, except 
for his identity papers. The Egyp- 
tian-manufactured Fiat sedan was 
found in the Dokki section of 
Cairc on the opposite side of the 


city from where Mr. Holden's’ 


body was discovered. 

Police had originzLy believed 
that Mr. Holden's taxi driver had 
killed him for his money on the 
way to Cairo from the airport, 
but they now belleve that politics 
was the motive, police sources 
said. 


Search Ordered 


After the arrests, pclice were 

ordered by the interior minister 
to look for second car and for 
a Jordanian in connection with 
the slaying. 
Afr. Holden, who had covered 
the Middle East for more than 20 
years, was known to have good 
contacts with a number of guer- 
rillas. He was slain shortly be 
fore the opening of the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace talks in Cairo, which 
have been sharply opposed by 
Arab radicals. 

It was speculated that Mr. Hol- 
den might have recognized some- 
one on the flight from Jordan or 
at the Cairu airport who intend- 
ed to disrupt the talks and that 
Mr. Holden had been killed as 8 
result. 

A police source said that he 
could not confirm or deny this 
“because the investigation is 
stil in full gear, AUT can say is 
that we've accepted that we're 
not dealing with robbery any 
more. We're looking for a polit- 
ical motive.” 

Mr. Holden's suitcase, type- 
writer and notebook were found 
in the abandoned car. The sources 
said that the notebook contained 
his London address and telephone 
number but declined to say what 
else was written in it, or whether 
it might provide a lead.

There is a lesson here for U.S. policy- 
makers—one they seem well on the way to 
learning. We need not be panicked by 
every Soviet move on the African chessboard. 
Unquestionably, there are situations in which 
Moscow, by itself or by Cuban proxy, can 
make a difference in a military situation. 
But Egypt and recently Somalia and now 
perhaps Mozambique have shown that the 
Russians, for thelr own reasons, do not 
shrink from letting a client down. And as 
for providing the sinews of development, 
‘Moscow cannot come near matching the 
public and private resources available from 
the West. 

The United States is in no position to 
offer military help against the attacks 
Mozambiqne has provoked ‘by its own policy 
Of smpport for the guerrillas. But Washing- 
ton has tried by its diplomacy to offer a 
Rhodesian alternative to armed struggle, it 
has shown respect for the domestic path 
taken by Mozambique, and it remains ready 
to take the role Mozambique permits in its 
economic development. The choice is Mo- 
varebique's. ᾿

“A Public Health Miracle 


The end of smallpox has been advertised 
so often in recent years, newspaper readers 
should be forgiven for regarding its demise 
as “greatly exaggerated.” Typically, public 
health official will announce that the last 
case of smalipox has been eliminated from 
some remote corner of the world only to 
have a new cutbreak detected three weeks 
later. Thus, the announcement by the 
World Health Organization that the most 
brutal form of the disease—the Asian ver- 
sion known as variola major—has not been 
found anywhere in two years is welcome 
news indeed. An international commission 
has now declared the Asian version officlally 
dead in Bangladesh, its last known hideout. 
The accomplishment, as WHO boasts, is 
nothing short of a public health miracle.”

Smallpox in all its forms has harmed more 
“people in“more places over a longer period 
than bubonic plague, cholera or yellow fever. 
Varelnation drove it out of North America 
and Europe in the 1940s, but in 1987 there 
were still some 10 to 15 million cases in 
44 countries, The success since then can 
be attributed to many factors: a high degree 
of international cooperation; the dedication 
of public health workers; the development 
of long-lasting vaccines and fast, simple 
ways to apply them. Serendipity, too, played 


ἃ role. The original strategy was to vac- 
cinate 80 yer cent of the population in al- 
flicted ‘countries—a costly and difficult zoal. 
But a delay in vaccine shipments led one 
health official to discover a more effective 
“pproach searching out existing cases and 
vaccinating only people in the surrounding 
areas.

“Marco,” one might sax, 
paraphrasing Samuel Jonnscn: 
Tt is not done well, but one is 
moved to find it done even haif- 
way well. For what reader can 
fail to be caught up, if not torn 
to pieces, by the plight of Dario 
and Silvana Frasca, two young 
Italians, who, after bappliy an- 
ticipating the birth of their 
second child, are presented with a 
monstrous though living defor- 
mity? Worse, after the Frascas 
mave been reconciled to their 
new son's condition, and nave 
convinced themselves that his 
apparently superlor mind iil 
enable him to compensate for 
his physical deficiencies, they 
discover they have no hope at 
al. So Dario removes Marco 
from the life-support system he 
has come to be dependent upon, 
and commits the act of eu- 
theanasia with which the novel 
begins. 


It sounds awful, I know—an 
attempt to manipulate our 
most visceral emotions. But it 
isn’t awful δῇ all, Pepper has 
jooked a very contemporary 
dilemma right.in the eye. And 
while if is true that he plucks 
at our fraying. nerves with the 
explicitness of the passages 
describing the birth and the 
baby, tt can also be said that 
he lends 2 certain symbolic 
resonance to his story. For 
instance, at the very time that 
Marco is being delivered, Dario 
is taking a final exam for a 
computer-programming course in 
which he. has been enrolied by 
the bank that employs him. The 
exam requires Dario to pick out 
the idea] location for ἃ new bank 
branch hy projecting a jumble 

- of demographic patterns. So 
Marco's birth, far from being ἃ 
simple horror, is immediately 
elevated to an ironic comment 
on the power of human society 
to control nature and plan the 
future, 

And finally, Pepper's novel 
becomes ἃ moral drama about 
euthanasia. But it is also as 
such that ft eventually loses its 
sting. As long as it appears that 
little Mareo has ἃ chance to 
develop mentally, we can share 
his parents’ ambivalence between 
revulgion and hope. But once 
we learn that the baby's case is 
impossibie, our sympathies all 
go over to the side of euthana- 
sic. It may have been shrewd 
of Pepper to set his story in 
Italy, where the church and the 
law make the act of euthanasia 
especially prohibitive. But still 
because of whatever was re- 


solved by the case of Karen” 


Anne Quinlan? Because the 
condition of the brain bas come 
to scem the acceptable gauge of 
whether life remains?—There ap- 
Peared to me to be only one 
way out of the Frascas' dilemma. 
And where there is only one way 
out of ἃ dramatic problem, there 
is πὸ drama at all. 

‘The story that Elizabeth Gundy 
tells in her touchingly bitter-

Spring comes to 2 small 
Canadian college community 
and stirs sexuai longings ‘n the 
tali spinsterish associate profes- 
sor of English, Leena Devos, who 
asks herself, “What was desre 
anyway? Just a bislogical func- 
tion = distorted by myth.” 
‘Whatever it may be, it prompts 
er to hire as an after-hours 
handyman a member of the 
college's mainterence crew nam- 
ed Bliss Dawson. Naturally. when 
work around ieona’s cottage 
runs out, Bliss devotes his 
services to her desire. 

Now one can think of haif-2- 
dozen directions in which Miss 
Gundy's handling of this situa- 
tion could have drifted too far. 
But she manages to tread an 
almost wnerring line between 
excessive irony and sentiment, 
between extreme comedy and 
pathos, between exaltation and 
patronization. She does this 
merely by switching back and 
forth between the high passion 
of Leona’s and Biliss’s romantic 
world and the low comedy of 
Bliss's rural community. 

Thus Leona, longing to he 


closer to Bilss, may sentimen-" 


talize her alienation from the 
bucolic Life that he seems to 
represent: “What would ber life 
have been like if she'd been born 
in the sticks with no ideals or 
aspirations, just a‘simple coun- 
try woman, content to pack her 
good man’s lunch pafl and 
paich his pants and diaper his 
Kids, It didn’t sound so ter- 
rible.”

pers (IST: —On 2 European tour to 

promote a new film, after a few coun- 
tries slack-jawed inertia usually sets in 
and only frequent doses cf cognac and 
PR hype keep the subject awake during 
interviews. Marty Feldman, however, sits 
calmly over coffee and talks, and then he 
talks some more. 

"Tm on ἃ talking jag,” he says. “I sttll 
find myself answering questions that were 
asked three days ago in Sweden.” 

Feldman is supposed to talk about “The 
Last Remake of Beau Geste,” which he 
directed, co-wrote and stars in. But he 
doesn’t get around to “Beau Geste,” his 
first attempt at directing, except to say it 
was aimed to show studios that he can do 
commercial fiims. Having shown them, 
he reckons he'll be left alone and be al- 
lowed to make uncommercial films. 

“T can't say it represents any personal 
vision," he says, But “he Last Remake 
of Beau Geste” did enable him to do as he 
wished with the camera, which means 
that there are fewer close-ups than usual 
of his extraordinary face. “My eyes are 
as boring as Raquel Welch's tits by now,” 
he says. “Any clown wants his feet in 
the shet. Look at Tati.

“more than anyone can aspire to be Bach 


~—that Keaton even existed is impossible, 
Langdon is possible—but Keaton always 
kept the camera back. 

“Close-ups make stars, medium shots 
make performances, jong shots make 
ims.” 

A well-known comedy writer and TV 
comic in his native England, Feldman 
Joined up with Mel Brooks and Gene 
Wilder in “Young Frankensiein.” He 
hasn% Brooks's aggressiveness or Wilder's 
beamishness: his mime-trained body may 
Soar, but he need only look in the mirror 
to bring himself back to earth.

He lives now in California and has 2
